there were others who drink: there 
were workingmen who were drunken 
as there were others who were drunk- 
en: but he felt quite sure that the so- 
called ‘working classes would show os 
Jargo a percentage of those who were 
nbstainers as would any other class 
The liquor interests were getting off 
at the wrong station and altogether 
miss'ng the mark, when they assumed 
that the men who toil were drunken 
nhove all others, 
Are Not Beal Labor Men, 

The inatufactirers and the distrib. 
utore of liquor had no real right to be 
clasted among the labor forces of the 
world, for the work done by them 
ininistered to no renal need of man- 
kind, The liquors they produced for 
heverage purposes promoted — neither 
the health, the wealth, the comfort 
or the efficiency af those for whom 
they were intended. The right of the 
liquor forces to be classed among the 
produeers of wealth was not to be de- 
termined thy the mumber of men em- 
ployed, the wares paid, the hours of 
labor, or the wealth that was turned 
into the coffers of manufacturer or 
distributor, Was the Jiquor ‘business 
beneficial in {ts results? Did it’pro- 
duce something the use of which 
made for human thetterment? If 40, 
then whether it yielded huge profits 
or Was operated only on a living mar- 
gin, it had a right to be classed with 
productive labor, But if on the other 
hand, the liquor business was damar- 
ing In its results, if its product made 
for the disadvant » of the race; if 
its true product was not the liquor it 
produced directly but the lowered vi- 
tality, the decreased efliciency, the 
shortened lives and, in many cases, 
the wrecked homes, the quickened 
criminality and athe qweakened _ off- 
spring of its consumers, then there 
was no valid standard of judgment by 
which the labor expended could be 
‘assed with productive Jabor.

Along side of this he placed another 
statement issued by a special com- 
mittee of the Socialist Party of the 
United States, appointed in 1914 to 
investigate the liquer question, and 
recommend an attitude concerning it 
for the national Socialist party. In 
this it was stated: 

“Alcohol weakens 
powers. The very inhibitory, sooth- 
ing or deadening influence which 
aleoho! exercises upon both mind and 
hody, by which it enables the user lo 
forget hunger. Worry and pain, con- 
atitutes its danger, owl abstinence 
is the only absolutely sate and wise 
course to pursue.” 

Mr. Patterson discussed the state- 
ment that the money spen) in ’the pur- 
ehase of liquor circulated in the com- 
munity in the same manner as money 
spent in ithe purchase of other com- 
modities. In the city of Edmonton, 
he said, there were employed in the 
bars of the hotels as bartenders and 
porters. approximately 117 men In 
the two ‘brewerles there were em- 
ployed approximately 47 men, A purt 
of the monies spent for liquor was 
paid to these 164 men in salaries or 
wages, and the amount they Fenetved | 
went into the channels of legitimate 
business, There was no business, 
however, in which the wages were + 
small in proportion to the profits ip- 
volved as the liquor business, No fair 
share of the profits went to the em- 
ployees, even though they were paid 
comparatively high rates. No one 
hesitated to believe that if the moneys 
that were spent over the bars were 
turned into the channels of ordinary 
business by the men who had earned 
the money, the good would be more 
widespread, employment would be 
given to a Jarger number, and a more 
widespread diffusion of wealth would 
result, 

is Responsible for Poverty. 

The fact that moneys were spent in 
liquors Was responsible for a con- 
siderable part of the immediate 
poverty, It is not responsible for all 
the \jpoverty. There were mien in this 
city, feeling the pinch of poverty, who 
had all their lives been total. ab- 
stainers, But a considerable portion 
of the poverty had been due to drink, 
Every winter he had a large number 
of applicants for relief, and the ma- 
jority had been brought to their im- 
mediate need through alcholic in- 
dulgence. Families had come for as- 
sistance again and again for no other 
reason than that he who should have 
been the bread-winner had turned his 
earnings over the bar, John Burns, 
the English Labor Leader, had said: 
“The destruction of the poor is their 
poverty, and the present licensing 
system is a cidef cause of the present 
time poverty, debasement and weak- 
ness of the poor,” Mr, Carrol D, 
Wright, United States Commissioner 
of Labor, had said: “So far as my ob- 
servation goes, drunkenness was at 
the bottom of all misery work- 
ingmen’s houses, and not in- 
dustrial conditions surrounding the 
men and their families,

“Although the wages paid are 
among the best, Yet the degree of ex- 
ploitation is greater than in any other 
phase of the capitalist system. The 
exploitation in all the industries of 
the United States averages 4 } oper 
cent: in ‘the liquor business it goes 
up to 70 per cent. Tn addition to the 
exploitation of labor in the produc- 
tion of alcoholic liquors. which is the 
nighest of all the capitalist industries, 
the liquor traffie still further exploijts 
labor in excessive charges( compared 
to the cost of production), when the 
liquor is retailed to the consumer, and 
what is worst of all, exploits the 
working class through the evil effects 
resulting from ‘the use and abuse of 
alcoholic drinks.” 

“The fact is, gentlemen,” said 
Patterson. In conclusion, “that 
every standpoint the licensed liquor 
traffic stands condemned as the 
enemy of the labor interests. The ap-

The Proposed Liquor Act 


(BY E. CARSON 


A Campaign of Evasion and Subterfuge 


ehlaving been instructed by the Temperance convention of 1914 to launch a 
campaign for the “suppression of the liquor business within the Province as far as 
was within the power of the Province to do so” one would naturally expect the 
executive of that organization to not only carry out those instructions, but: also 
make absolutely certain that there were no legal entanglements in the way, espe- 
cially in view of the fiasco in which all their previous efforts had landed them, 

But what do we find? 

At the very session of the temperance convention at which this campaign was 
launched the question was asked whether it was, after all, possible to bring on a vote 
under the provisions of the Direct Legislation Act inasmuch as that Act specifi- 
cally stated that any proposed legislation which might be inaugurated under its 
provisions must not be of such a nature as to interfere with the revenue of the Pro- 
vince. Many of the delegates expressed doubt on this point, but the autocratic 
secretary of the League waved all such Suggestions aside’ He or someone else had 
asked someone else about it and had been told that it was all right. No further 
effort was made to get a ruling on the point thus raised. 4 

Again, the 1914 session of the Alberta Methodist Conference decided, . after 
considerable deliberation and discussion, that it would not be wise for the Confer- 

“ence to endorse the “Prohibition” campaign. which had in the meantime been 
launched, as in the opinion of the Conference the prohibition vote could not be 
legally taken under the Direct Legislation Act, and that to do so would be to retard 
or set back temperance sentiment for many years. Many of the officials of the 
league are membérs of the Conference and knew all about this, yet they persisted 
in going ahead with their “prohibition” campaign. ‘ ‘ 

_. Since the above events there have been one or two sessions of the Alberta Leg~’ 
islature, and if the officers of the League had any desire to act in good faith they 
might at least have gone before the Legislature and asked for an interpretation of 
that clause of the Direct Legislation Act having reference to revenue. But they 
did not do this. They know that the vote presently to be taken must come to 
nothing, They know and have known from the beginning that no matter how the 
vote goes on July 21st it cannot possibly result in prohibition.

number of “Vendors” into the liquor business at the Government's expense and on 
Government salary, and allows anyone to have an unlimited quantity on hand for

Washington, Jine 12—Based on 
the official statement or Premier Aa- 
quith that Great Britains enasualtie 
jo date amount to 268,009. military 
experts here figure that the casualties 
ofall armies Involved in the BHuropean 
War total more than 7,600,000 men, 
Of this number probably 1,500.00 have 
heen killed, 4,500,00 wounded and the 
rest are missing 

\ large part of the men reported 
missing are military prisoners, The 
statement of Great Pritain's losses 
shows that there are approximately 
three soldiers wounded to every one 
killed. Mflitary authorities of the 
United States say that a considerable 
number of patients cared for in Euro 
pean miliary hospitals are returning 
to the front. It is generally believed 
that England's losses are not as great 
proportionately as those of the other 
countries involved in the conilict, but 
by pro rating her losses In the armies 
of other nations the conelusion is 
reached that the casualties of the land 
forces are as follows
